1. (Secret - GLC) By way of followup to a contact which Mr. Jack 
Norpel, Senate Internal Security Subcommittee staff, made with the Agency 
over the weekend, I called Norpel and then met with him and obtained 
information which he had obtained from a sensitive source regarding a matter 
of some sensitivity to the Agency. This information was given to 
in Security, who is handling the problem. Subsequently, I called 
thanked him for contacting us. I said the information he provided from his 
source corroborated information which we had received. While we had no 
interest in talking with his source, we would be interested in certain details 
if this information should come to his attention. 

2. (Confidential - GLC) Left with Dorothy Fosdick, on the staff of 
the Senate Subcommittee on National Security and International Operations, 
a translation of an article by Klaus Mehnert on Peking and Bonn which was 
originally written in German and appeared in a German newspaper.

3. (Secret - GLC) In a chance meeting with A1 Tarabochia, on the 
staff of the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee, he said that a Miami 
newspaper had recently published considerable information about 25X1 C 
HHHabout whom the Subcommittee had contacted us 

last week. Tarabochia was surprised that we had had nothing onmm 
in view of the information contained in the newspaper article, but said nothing 
further was required from us.
